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Selectmen’s Annual Report 


The Board of Selectmen respectfully submits the following report for the 
year ending December 31, 1986. 


Once again the year has been one of growth and change in the Town of 
Meredith. In February we welcomed our new Town Manager, Eric Meserve 
and said farewell to Ed Schuette, while in March, Robert Ambrose replaced 
Steve Nedeau on the Board of Selectmen. Since that time we, as a board, have 
been working in conjunction with the Town Manager and key municipal per- 
sonnel to deal with the many complex issues that most growing communities 
in our state are facing. Water and sewer systems, planning and zoning issues, 
solid waste disposal, revaluation, and other environmental issues have re- 
ceived much attention. 


One of the primary objectives of this board has been the establishment 
and support of a long-range capital improvements plan for the entire town. 
This includes projects and equipment needs for our internal departments, 
outside agencies, and other governmental units. We are striving to have all 
entities cooperate in this effort so that we will be able to effectively plan to 
meet these needs. Our goal is to be able to predict, and control, with reasonable 
accuracy, the tax impact of major projects. We recognize that this represents 
a change in philosophy for the board but we are committed to planning for 
the Town’s future. 


Another objective of this board has been a move to make the Water and 
Sewer Departments truly self-funded. While it may not be realistic to do this 
in one year, we are definitely moving in this direction. This is evidenced in 
the change in operating budgets for both departments which are being 
presented to you this year. 


The Board of Selectmen wishes to thank those individuals who have given 
so freely of their time to the betterment of this community. Serving on boards 
and commissions such as Planning, Zoning, Recreation and Conservation, 
Trustees of the Library and Trust Funds, advisory committees, and other 
vital support groups can sometimes seem a thankless job. We recognize that 
the tasks are difficult, the decisions far-reaching, and the rewards intangi- 
ble and we wish to express our appreciation for your efforts. 


We also wish to acknowledge the efforts of the Town’s employees in mak- 
ing this community ‘‘work’’. Without their cooperation, little could be ac- 
complished. All too often only the negative is seen by the public, but we who 
see the positive want to say publicly that we are proud of our staff and we 
truly thank them. 
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Once again, we want to extend our invitation to all of the public to attend 
our meetings, to correspond with the Board and the Town Manager’s Office 


and to participate in the future of the T 
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own of Meredith.

Report of the Town Manager 


1986 was a very exciting and successful year. Many projects from previous 
years were completed as well as those scheduled for the 1986 year. Several 
projects were not completed but contracts have been set and are anticipated 
to be finalized by summer. 


Our second straight year of no municipal tax increase was a major ac- 
complishment. During the 1987 budget discussions, the Meredith Board of 
Selectmen approved a budget that we estimate will not increase the municipal 
tax rate ($8.13) for the third year in a row. 


Your overall tax bill may increase due to the school budget, the County 
budget, or outside warrant articles submitted by petition. I urge you to at- 
tend the applicable meetings to express your sentiments, for or against, those 
particular budgets. 


The major reason for trying so hard to hold the line of the municipal tax 
rate this year is the revaluation of property in Meredith. Some property values 
will go down, some will stay the same, but invariably some will rise sharply. 


As we approach 1987, we anticipate completing many projects such as 
microfilming our records, road and drainage work, and preparing for the in- 
cinerator/landfill expansion. This year we will have work schedules and pro- 
ject lists available for the public at the Town Office after April 1, 1987. 


To all of our volunteers, Boards and Commissions, contractors and 
especially the Town employees, I want to thank you for your efforts and 
dedication. 


I would also like to thank the Manager Selection Committee, the previous 
and current Board of Selectmen for their support in 1986.

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Report On The 
1986 Municipal Tax Rate 


The 1986 Municipal Tax Rate has been set. The Town of Meredith, N.H., 
is very pleased to announce that the Town’s share of the 1986 tax rate remains 
at $8.13, the same as the 1985 rate. No increase in the Town’s share of the 
tax rate has been a primary goal during this year. In addition, the County 
tax rate dropped two (.02) cents from $2.35 to $2.33. This represents a decrease 
of almost 1%. The School tax rate increased $1.22 from the 1985 rate of $11.15 
to $12.37. This represents a 10.94% increase. This does include the settlement 
costs of the labor dispute. 


The net municipal tax rate increase will be $1.20 which represents a 5.25% 
increase. The 1985 tax rate was $21.63 and the 1986 tax rate will be $22.83. A 
breakdown of these tax rates since 1982 is available at the Town Office. 


The Town’s share of the tax rate is 35.6% in 1986, down from 42.5% in 
1982. The County’s share remains the same at 10.2%. The School portion of 
the tax rate in 1982 was 47.12% and in 1986 is 54.18%.

DELIBERATIVE SESSION 
MARCH 12, 1986 


The deliberative session was called to order at 7:00 P.M. at the Robert 
Pottle Memorial Auditorium at Inter-Lakes High School by Moderator Joseph 
Parkman, Girl Scout Troop #372 gave the Flag Salute followed by the invoca- 
tion by Rev. Joseph Parkman. 


Registered voters were seated in the roped section and non-voters and 
non-residents were seated in the bleachers. Mr. Parkman gave instructions 
on addressing the questions on the floor. Each person must give name and 
address all questions to the Moderator. Mr. Parkman asked for permission 
for non-residents to speak on particular questions if necessary. Permission 
was granted by the assembly. Mr. Parkman gave the results of the previous 
day’s voting on zoning questions and Town officials: 


Robert P. Ambrose - Selectman, Joseph D. Parkman, Moderator, 
Nancy O. Smith - Supervisor of the Checklist, John Carson - Trustee 
of the Trust Funds, Charles W. Lowth, Jr., Delancey Nicoll, Betty 
Roberts and Sherman Selden - Library Trustees. 


ARTICLE 26 


Selectman Christine Hayes made a motion to see if the Town will vote 
to raise and appropriate the sum of six-hundred sixty-nine thousand dollars 
($669,000.00) for the cost of constructing a sewer extension in the Cotton Hill, 
Fortier Road and Pollard Shore areas of the town, said appropriation to be 
inclusive of State or Federal Grants-In-Aid; to authorize the issuance of serial 
bonds or notes in an amount not to exceed six-hundred sixty-nine thousand 
dollars ($669,000.00), in accordance with the provisions of the Municipal 
Finance Act, Chapter 33 of the New Hampshire Revised Statutes Annotated, 
as amended, to meet said appropriation; to authorize the Town Treasurer 
to make temporary borrowings, in accordance with the provisions of said 
chapter, in anticipation of receipt of the proceeds of said bonds or notes, and 
to authorize the treasurer to determine the method and manner of sale of such 
bonds, notes and temporary borrowings, to determine the rate of interest 
thereon, approve the form and determine all other details and particulars 
thereof, and to take such other action as may be necessary to effect the is- 
suance, sale and delivery of such bonds, notes and temporary borrowings as 
shall be in the best interests of the Town, including the authority to enter into 
such covenants and agreements with the purchasers as may be necessary 
under the provisions of any pending or final federal tax legislation to main- 
tain the exemption from federal income taxation of interest on such bonds, 
notes and temporary borrowings; to authorize the Selectmen to apply for and 
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accept any and all State or Federal Grants-In-Aid of the project and to reduce 
the amount of monies to be raised by the issuance of serial bonds or notes 
by the amount of such Grants-In-Aid, and to expend the appropriation in ac- 
cordance herewith. (Passage required affirmative vote of two-thirds present 
and voting.) Petitioned by ten (10) or more legal voters. Seconded by Select- 
man Swain. 


Selectman Christine Hayes explained that this sewer extension borders 
the Town water supply and would protect Lake Waukewan which is a priori- 
ty of the Selectmen. She told the meeting that the Town would probably pay 
30% and the users the balance of 70% over a 20 year period. Several property 
owners of the area spoke in favor of the extension. After much discussion pro 
and con the Moderator called the vote at 7:30 p.m. The vote was by secret 
ballot and the polls were open an hour required by RSA. At 8:18 a count of 
164 yes and 84 no was given. The moderator declared vote passed. At 8:55 
there was a question regarding the count. It was not a clear 2/3 majority. 
248 votes were cast so 168 affirmative would have been necessary. Moderator 
Parkman declared the Article was defeated. A motion to reconsider was 
defeated by a standing vote of 105 Yes, 111 No.

In-Aid; to authorize the issuance of serial bonds or notes in an amount not 
to exceed two-hundred four thousand dollars ($204,000.00) in accordance with 
the provisions of the Municipal Finance Act, Chapter 33 of the New Hamp- 
shire Revised Statutes Annotated, as amended, to meet said appropriation; 
to authorize the Town Treasurer to make temporary borrowings, in accor- 
dance with the provisions of said Chapter, in anticipation of receipt of the 
proceeds of said bonds or notes, and to authorize the Treasurer to determine 
the method and manner of sale of such bonds, notes and temporary borrow- 
ings, to determine the rate of interest thereon, approve the form and deter- 
mine all other details and particulars thereof, and to take such other action 
as may be necessary to effect the issuance, sale and delivery of such bonds, 
notes and temporary borrowings as shall be in the best interests of the Town, 
including the authority to enter into such covenants and agreements with the 
purchasers as may be necessary under the provisions of any pending or final 
Federal Tax Legislation to maintain the exemption from Federal Income tax- 
ation of interests on such bonds, notes and temporary borrowings; to authorize 
the Selectmen to apply for and accept any and all State or Federal Grants- 
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In-Aid of the project and to reduce the amount of monies to be raised by the 
issuance of serial bonds or notes by the amount of such Grants-In-Aid, and 
to expend the appropriation in accordance herewith. (Passage required af- 
firmative vote of two-thirds present and voting.) Seconded by Selectman 
Stephen Nedeau. 


Trustee Duncan McNeish gave a presentation of the plans. Many people 
spoke in favor of the article. Moderator Parkman called for a ballot vote. 
Polls closed at 9:20 p.m. Ballot count was 226 yes and 37 no - question passed 
in the affirmative by the moderator as a clear 2/3 vote in the affirmative. 


ARTICLE 28 


Selectman Stephen Nedeau made a motion to see if the Town will vote 
to authorize the Selectmen to sell and transfer title to all real estate taken 
by the Town in default of redemption from any Tax Sale to such persons and 
upon such conditions as they shall see fit. Seconded by Selectman Christine 
Hayes. Selectman Nedeau explained this article authorizes the Board of 
Selectmen to sell property acquired by Tax Collector’s Deed as they deem 
to be the most appropriate manner. No discussion. 


Passed in the affirmative by a voice vote. 
ARTICLE 29 


Selectman Christine Hayes made a motion to see if the Town will vote 
to authorize the Selectmen and the Town Manager to apply for, negotiate, 
and do all other things necessary to obtain such State and Federal Funds that 
may become available throughout the year and expend the same. Seconded 
by Selectman Lawrence Swain. Selectman Hayes explained this article 
authorizes the Board of Selectmen and the Town Manager to apply for various 
Federal Funds that may become available throughout the year which we are 
unable to anticipate at this time. 


1) Be used only for legal purposes for which a Town may appropriate 
money. 

2) Require the Selectmen to hold a prior public hearing on the action to 
be taken. 

3) Not require the expenditure from other Town funds. 

4) Be exempt from all provisions of RSA 32 relative to limitation and ex- 
penditure of town monies. 


No discussion. Passed in the affirmative by a voice vote. 
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ARTICLE 30 


Selectman Lawrence Swain made a motion to see if the Town will vote 
to authorize the Selectmen and the Treasurer to borrow in anticipation of taxes 
such sums as are necessary for the operation of the Town and to set the rates, 
effect the issuance of notes; and to otherwise negotiate for the sale of notes 
to be paid within the present fiscal year. Seconded by Selectman Stephen 
Nedeau. Selectman Swain explained this article gives the Board of Select- 
men authorization necessary to allow them to issue tax anticipation notes, 
the funds are then used to operate the Town throughout the year; notes are 
repaid in December when property taxes are paid. 


No discussion. Passed in the affirmative by a voice vote. 
ARTICLE 31 


Selectman Stephen Nedeau made a motion to see if the Town will vote 
to adopt written welfare guidelines as proposed by the Board of Selectmen. 
Chapter 380 of the Laws of 1985 requires the Town to adopt written welfare 
guidelines prior to April 1, 1986. (Copies of full text of the proposed guidelines 
are on file with the Town Clerk.) Seconded by Selectman Christine Hayes. 
Selectman Nedeau explained that Chapter 380 transferred resident general 
assistance responsibilities to the Town; Juvenile and O.A.A. responsibility 
to the State and County. 


No discussion. Passed in the affirmative by a voice vote. 
ARTICLE 32 


Selectman Christine Hayes made a motion to see if the Town will vote 
to raise and appropriate the sum of One Hundred Twenty-five Thousand 
Dollars ($125,000.00) for the water intake project in Lake Waukewan; seven- 
ty thousand dollars ($70,000.00) of which will be paid by the Meredith Water 
Department. Seconded by Selectman Lawrence Swain. Selectman Christine 
Hayes explained this article will allow the Board to extend the water intake 
pipe to a sufficient depth and distance from shore to meet with Federal and 
State water quality regulations. 


No discussion. Passed in the affirmative by a voice vote. 
ARTICLE 33 
Selectman Lawrence Swain made a motion to see if the town will vote 


to raise and appropriate the sum of forty thousand dollars ($40,000.00) for 
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the design and engineering of the new Meredith water system; twenty thou- 
sand dollars ($20,000.00) to be withdrawn from the water capital reserve, and 
twenty thousand dollars ($20,000.00) to be paid by the Meredith Water Depart- 
ment. Seconded by Selectman Stephen Nedeau. 


Selectman Swain explained that passage of this article will enable the 
Town to complete the engineering design of improvements to the Municipal 
Water System in compliance with Federal Clean Water Act. Included in this 
proposal is a ‘‘Pilot Plant’”’ that will determine the adaptability of the pro- 
posed treatment process to the Lake Waukewan supply. $20,000.00 will be 
withdrawn from the accumulated Water Capital Reserve funds; $20,000.00 
has been proposed to be expended from current water department budget. 


There was some discussion and general questions answered by Select- 
man Hayes. Passed in the affirmative by a voice vote. 


ARTICLE 34 


Selectman Stephen Nedeau made a motion to see if the Town will vote 
to raise and appropriate the sum of five thousand dollars ($5,000.00) to enable 
the Town of Meredith to put any private sewage system in disrepair back 
in a proper sanitary condition in accordance with RSA 147:17a. Seconded by 
Selectman Christine Hayes. Selectman Nedeau explained this article would 
raise $5,000.00 to be used to repair private sewage systems in disrepair as 
authorized by State Law. N.H. RSA 147:17-a Private Sewage Systems. 


1. Faulty private sewage system, whenever any private sewage system 
is in such disrepair as to constitute a source of danger to the health of the 
public, the Health Officer may order the owner to put the same in a proper 
sanitary condition. 


2. Failure to repair. If the person so ordered fails to rectify the problem 
the Municipal Health Officer may request the Selectmen or Mayor and Council 
if sufficient funds have been appropriated for this purpose, to put the system 
in a proper sanitary condition. 


147:17-b Installments for repair costs. All expenses to the Town or City 
for repairs made pursuant to the provisions of RSA 147:17-a, 2, shall constitute 
an assessment against the owner and shall create a lien upon the land on ac- 
count of which such repairs are made. The Governing Board shall have all 
the powers in making, assessing and enforcing such lien as are provided in 
the applicable provisions of RSA 252. 


Some discussion relative to pay-back and terms. Passed in the affirmative 
by a voice vote. 
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ARTICLE 35 


Selectman Christine Hayes made a motion to see if the Town will vote 
to adopt an ordinance waiving the fee to be charged for a permit to register 
one motor vehicle owned by any person who was captured and incarcerated 
for 30 days or more while serving in a qualifying war or armed conflict as 
defined in RSA 72:28, IV, and who was honorably discharged, provided the 
person has provided the Town Clerk with satisfactory proof of these cir- 
cumstances. Seconded by Selectman Lawrence Swain. 


Selectman Hayes explained this article allows the Town not to charge 
the registration permit fee for any vehicle owned by qualified servicemen 
who were captured and incarcerated for 30 days or more. 


After some discussion a standing vote was requested. 
YES - 96 NO - 92 
Moderator declared article passed in the affirmative. 
ARTICLE 36 


Selectman Lawrence Swain made a motion to see if the Town would vote 
to raise and appropriate the sum of $2,910,333.46 for the necessary operational 
expenses of the Town for 1986. Selectman Stephen Nedeau seconded the mo- 
tion. Selectman Swain explained that of the total sum $381,101.00 is water and 
sewer which will not impact the tax rate because both are self-supporting. 
We are required to include this figure by the Department of Revenue Ad- 
ministration. The actual town operating budget is $2,529,232.46. Operating 
revenue is estimated to be as follows: (which includes water and sewer off- 
sets) $2,231,895.03. If all articles and the budget are approved, the estimated 
tax rate would be $8.50 per thousandor .37 per thousand more than last year, 
which represents 4.6% increase. 


After considerable discussion and questions on the budget Moderator 
Parkman called for a vote. Passed in the affirmative by a voice vote. 


ARTICLE 37 
Selectman Stephen Nedeau made a motion to see if the Town will vote 


to raise and appropriate the sum of seventy-five thousand dollars ($75,000.00) 
for capital reserve funds for the purposes listed below:

Fire Department, Equipment $20,000.00 


Parks Department, Capital Facilities 5,000.00 
Highway Department, Equipment 30,000.00 
Police Department, Equipment 10,000.00 
Water System, Capital Construction 10,000.00 


Seconded by Selectman Christine Hayes. Selectman Nedeau explained 
this article raises $75,000.00 for various departmental capital reserve. The 
Capital Reserve Fund is an attempt to recognize the cost to the Town of equip- 
ment depreciation and to prepare for major capital expenditures in advance 
so as to avoid dramatic impacts on the tax rate. 


No discussion. Passed in the affirmative on a second voice vote. 
ARTICLE 38 


Selectman Lawrence Swain made a motion to see if the Town will vote 
to raise and appropriate the sum of twenty thousand dollars ($20,000.00) for 
the Refuse Disposal Facility Capital Reserve Fund as authorized, and to 
authorize the Selectmen to expend such amounts as may be necessary for 
the reconstruction and/or capital expenditures as required. Seconded by 
Selectman Stephen Nedeau. 


Selectman Swain explained this article raises $20,000.00 for the Refuse 
Disposal Facility Capital Reserve Fund. This, too, is an effort on the part 
of the Board of Selectmen to recognize that there are certain capital expenses 
down the road for the Refuse Disposal Facility which will have a major im- 
pact if we are not prepared to address them in advance. 


No discussion. Passed in the affirmative by a voice vote. 


ARTICLE 39 


Selectman Stephen Nedeau moved to see if the Town will raise and ap- 
propriate the sum of twelve thousand, two hundred fifty dollars ($12,250.00) 
for erosion control at Lake Waukewan. $22,750.00 will be furnished by RC&D 
Funds. Seconded by Selectman Christine Hayes. 


Selectman Nedeau explained passage of this article will enable the town 
to reconstruct the eroded shoreline and highway shoulder in the vicinity of 
the Lake Waukewan pump station. The U.S. Soil Conservation Service 
R.C.&D. program will provide engineering services and 65% of the construc- 
tion cost. 


No discussion. Passed in the affirmative by a voice vote. 
- 28 - 


ARTICLE 40 


Selectman Christine Hayes moved to see if the Town will vote to raise 
and appropriate the sum of one hundred sixty-five thousand dollars 
($165,000.00) for the purpose of performing a complete revaluation of all tax- 
able property in the Town. Seconded by Selectman Lawrence Swain. 


Selectman Hayes explained that for the past several years, the inflation 
rate of Lakefront properties has been far greater than that for non-lakefront 
residential properties. The difference between the equalization rates of water- 
front and non-waterfront properties and the recommendations of the Com- 
mittee On Revaluation are the basis for presenting this article. 


After a long pro and con discussion period, the question was moved by 
Edith Mongo. The voice vote was questioned and a standing vote showed 105 
yes, 75 no. Article passed in the affirmative. 


ARTICLE 41 


Selectman Lawrence Swain made a motion to see if the Town will raise 
and appropriate the sum of forty thousand, six hundred, forty-three dollars 
and 38/100 cents ($40,643.38) for the following community projects and 
services: 


Community Action Program $12,972.00 
Inter-Lakes Day Care Center 11,671.38 
Lakes Region Family Services 4,000.00 
Lakes Region General Hospital 12,000.00 


Seconded by Selectman Stephen Nedeau. Selectman Swain explained this 
article requests approval of a total of $40,643.38 covering various community 
projects which in the past have been considered on an individual basis. 
However, each segment of the article will be discussed individually if so 
desired by the voters. 


No discussion. Passed in the affirmative by a voice vote. 
ARTICLE 42 


Selectman Stephen Nedeau moved to see if the Town will vote to raise 
and appropriate the sum of seven thousand dollars ($7,000.00) for im- 
provements to Meredith Neck Road under the State Aid Reconstruction Pro- 
gram, provided that the State of New Hampshire appropriates fourteen thou- 
sand dollars ($14,000.00). Seconded by Selectman Christine Hayes. 
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Selectman Nedeau explained this is an article to raise funds to be matched 
by the State of New Hampshire under the State Aid Reconstruction program 
for making improvements to Meredith Neck Road. This is a two to one match 
program, with the State appropriating an additional $14,000.00 for the year 
1986. Tentative Construction Schedule: 

Spring 86 Drainage and ditching 
Fall ’86 Reconstruction 
Spring 87 Overlay 


There were a few questions from the floor which were answered by the 
Selectmen. Passed in the affirmative by a voice vote. 


ARTICLE 43 


Selectman Christine Hayes made a motion to see if the Town will vote 
to raise and appropriate the sum of seventy-seven thousand, five hundred 
dollars ($77,500.00) for a sewer extension on Eaton Parkway. Seconded by 
Selectman Lawrence Swain. Selectman Hayes explained passage of this ar- 
ticle will enable the Town to design and construct the first phase of a sewer 
extension along the northeast shoreline of Lake Waukewan with the primary 
intent of protecting the Town’s water supply. 80% of this project will be a bet- 
terment assessment to the property owners. 


Some discussion from the floor. Passed in the affirmative by a voice vote. 
ARTICLE 44 


Selectman Lawrence Swain moved to see if the Town will vote to raise 
and appropriate the sum of five thousand dollars ($5,000.00) for future land 
acquisition for the Conservation Commission. (Requested by the Conserva- 
tion Commission.) Seconded by Selectman Stephen Nedeau. 


Selectman Swain explained this article would raise and appropriate 
$5,000.00 to enable the conservation commission to acquire land, when 
available, to protect the environment and other conservation projects. 


Lou Laverdure, a member of the Conservation Commission, addressed 
the article favorably. 


No discussion. Passed in the affirmative by a voice vote. 
ARTICLE 45 


Selectman Stephen Nedeau moved to see if the Town will vote to raise 
and appropriate the sum of three thousand dollars ($3,000.00) and vote to ac- 
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cept the provisions of Chapter 674, Section 5-S of the State Planning and Land 
Use Regulations, authorizing the Planning Board to prepare and amend a 
recommended Municipal Capital Improvement program to aid the Board of 
Selectmen, Town Departments and other Boards in the preparation and con- 
sideration of their annual budgets. Seconded by Selectman Christine Hayes. 


Selectman Nedeau explained the intent of this article is to allow the Plan- 
ning Board to coordinate a capital improvement program for all governmental 
units in the community. This program enables the separate governmental 
units to plan for future major expenditures such as construction and equip- 
ment in a consolidated and cost effective manner. 


No discussion. Passed in the affirmative by a voice vote.

Selectman Christine Hayes moved to see if the Town will vote to ap- 
propriate the sum of seventy thousand dollars ($70,000.00) from general 
revenue sharing funds for various departments for the purposes listed below: 


Police Department (2) Equipped Police Cruisers $24,000.00 
Fire Department (1) Equipped Fire Utility Van 26,000.00 
Highway Department (1) Highway Sidewalk Plow 20,000.00 


Seconded by Selectman Lawrence Swain. 


Selectman Christine Hayes moved to amend the article to see if the Town 
will vote to appropriate the sum of sixty four thousand, six hundred forty three 
dollars ($64,643.00) from general revenue sharing for various departments 
for the purposes listed below: 


Police Department (2) equipped police cruisers $24,000.00 
Fire Department (1) equipped fire utility van 26,000.00 
Highway Department (1) highway sidewalk plow 14,643.00 


Amendment seconded by Selectman Swain. 


Selectman Hayes explained the amended article authorizes the Select- 
men to purchase two police cruisers, one fire department utility van and one 
highway sidewalk plow. The capital reserve withdrawal authorization at 1985 
town meeting for the sidewalk plow of $15,000.00 has been carried over to be 
used with the $14,643.00 request of this year, for a total expenditure of $29,643.00 
for the Highway equipment. 
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After some discussion article was passed as amended in the affirmative 
by a voice vote. 


ARTICLE 47 


Selectman Lawrence Swain made a motion to see if the Town will vote 
to raise and appropriate the sum of ten thousand dollars ($10,000.00) for the 
purpose of the reconstruction of Black Cat Island Bridge for the benefit of 
Meredith’s property owners, providing that the Town of Moultonboro also 
raise and appropriate the sum of ten thousand dollars ($10,000.00). Seconded 
by Selectman Stephen Nedeau. Selectman Swain explained the Moultonboro 
Selectmen are proposing a similar appropriation this year. Black Cat Island 
Civic Association will be assessing individual property owners which will raise 
the majority of the cost of the repairs. 


No discussion. Passed in the affirmative by a voice vote. 
ARTICLE 48 


Selectman Stephen Nedeau made a motion to see if the Town will vote 
to oppose the burial, storage, transportation and production of high level 
radioactive waste in the Town of Meredith and State of New Hampshire; and 
to call upon Congress to conduct an independent investigation with full public 
participation into the feasibility and prudence of the U.S. Department of 
Energy’s (DOE’s) present plan to dispose of radio-active waste and into the 
DOE’s competence to carry out such a plan. (The Record of the vote on this 
article shall be transmitted to the governor of New Hampshire, The New 
Hampshire Congressional Delegation, and to the President of the United 
States.) (Petitioned by 10 or more legal voters.) Seconded by Selectman 
Christine Hayes. 


Chet Brickett spoke in favor of the article. 
Passed in the affirmative by a voice vote. 
Meeting adjourned at 11:00 P.M. by Moderator Joseph Parkman.

Between July 1985 and June 1986, we experienced fewer fires than nor- 
mal. The two leading causes of forest fires were again children and fires kindl- 
ed without written permission of a Forest Fire Warden. Both causes are 
preventable, but only with your help. 


Please help our town and state forest fire officials with forest fire preven- 
tion. Contact your Forest Fire Warden for more information. 


Enforcement of a state timber harvest regulation is the responsibility 
of State Forestry officials. Our state has excellent timber harvest regulations; 
however, your assistance is needed. 


If you know of a logging operation and suspect a state timber harvest 
law may be violated, call your Forest Fire Warden. 


If you own forest land, you became responsible for the timber tax pay- 
ment starting April 1, 1986. This is a change in the Timber Tax Law that will 
impact all forest landowners. Contact your Board of Selectmen for timber 
tax forms.

ANNUAL REPORT 


1986 has proven to be a very important year for the Meredith Civil Defense 
Organization as well as for all the people we try to serve and protect. 


In early June of this year, I finished writing the Emergency Operations 
Plan for the Town of Meredith. This manuscript was more than two years 
in development. The Master Copy contains more than three hundred pages 
of information and Indexes designed to help us meet any emergencies that 
should occur. 


The New Hampshire Civil Defense Agency in Concord was instrumental 
in their help and assistance with this project. Field Representative Howard 
Gaskill made several trips between Concord and Meredith to try to assist me 
with writing and rewriting of areas within the plan that required additional 
information. Howard’s steadfast motivation rubbed off on me a little and we 
have a first rate State Approved and Selectmen adopted Emergency Opera- 
tions Plan. 


In August, the New Hampshire Civil Defense Agency printed the entire 
plan and made copies available to each department within the town concerned 
with Emergency Operations. One additional copy was printed and placed in 
the Meredith Public Library to allow residents to have access to the infor- 
mation and ideas created on their behalf. 


In September, Chief Fred Copp of the Meredith Fire Department attend- 
ed a week-long course in Concord on Emergency Operations. At that meeting 
we learned that the Meredith Emergency Operations Plan had been selected 
by New Hampshire Civil Defense to serve as a model for other small com- 
munities throughout the State of New Hampshire. 


As Director of the Meredith Civil Defense Organization I was very pleased 
and proud of this accomplishment. It stands as credit and a salute to each 
man and woman that has given so much for the residents of this community. 


At this writing, I am actively engaged in getting a Training Drill schedule 
between the New Hampshire Civil Defense Agency and Meredith’s various 
Emergency Response Groups. This drill will test our capabilities against the 
Emergency Response Plan to be sure we can meet the standards set in the 
plan. 
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In closing, I would like to take a minute to thank each and every person 
who made it a point to get involved with the Town of Meredith this year. Your 
assistance and valued points of view are truly appreciated by all of us that 
are c \arged with Public Safety. As you will notice, in time to come, your sug- 
ges’ .s and ideas did not fall on deaf ears.

1986 Annual Report 


The residents of Meredith should be pleased to realize that town officials 
are developing a comprehensive Capital Improvement Program. Every com- 
munity, especially those experiencing the growth that is occurring in this town, 
must appreciate the importance of such a program to assure adequate ser- 
vices to the growing population. 


Proposed improvements to the public works systems (infrastructure) in- 
clude the following: 


1) Highway Capital Improvement Plan consisting of the reconstruction 
of Pinnacle Park Road, Spindle Point Road, Veasey Shore Road, 
Leavitt Park Road, Livingston Road, Corliss Hill Road, Ladd Hill Road, 
portions of Old Rte. 104, Cotton Hill Road, Cataldo Road, Reservoir 
Road, Chemung Road, Sands of Brookhurst, Patrician Shores, Eaton 
Parkway, Oak Street, Upper New Hampton Road and Eaton Avenue. 

2) Municipal water system improvements consisting of a 1.5 million gallon 
storage tank (reservoir), transmission mains, gravity filtration treat- 
ment process and pump station reconstruction. 

3) Municipal sewer system improvements including sewers at Winona 
Shores, Eaton Parkway, Sands of Brookhurst, Patrician Shores, For- 
tier Hill Road, Carder Lane, Philbrook Avenue and Foundry Avenue. 

4) Refuse disposal facilities improvements including another incinerator 
and landfill expansion. 


During 1986 substantial progress was made toward improving the 
infrastructure: 


1) Westbury Road reconstruction 

2) Meredith Neck Road reconstruction (overlay scheduled for 1987) 
3) Hubbard Road drainage improvements 

4) IGA parking lot expansion 

5) Lovejoy Sands parking lot reconstruction 

6) Lake Waukewan water intake construction 

7) Chlorination Equipment and Flowmeters replaced 

8) Eaton Parkway sewer extension design 

9) Sewer system rehabilitation work including manhole repairs and 

preparing inventories of grit, grease and inflow sources 

10) Anntom Road sewer 
11) Lake Waukewan erosion control project

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Report of Public Works Director 


The Department of Public Works faced many challenges, as well as many 
changes this year. A consolidation of a number of independent departments 
to a single entity is only possible through the cooperation and dedication of 
its administrators. 


As we approached 1986, a number of personnel changes took place in what 
was to be a transition year. Former Recreation Director Thomas Howard 
assumed additional responsibilities for all town-owned facilities. Brian Mur- 
phy, former Recreation Director in Lincoln, Maine, took over the duties of 
Recreation Supervisor. Barry Weeks assumed duties of day-to-day operation 
of our solid waste facility. 


The Department has completed a number of infrastructure inventories. 
The Department now has adequate information to develop long-range plans 
on drainage, road improvements, sign replacement and updating our sidewalk 
network. Along with these accomplishments, the entire staff has diligently 
worked towards implementing a maintenance program to update our facilities 
and care for our equipment. 


This past year, the Department took an active role in improving the park- 
ing lots at Shep Brown’s, the area near the IGA, High and Water Streets, as 
well as St. James Street area. Shim work on Cotton Hill, Arbutus Hill, Cattle 
Landing, Upper New Hampton and Old Route 104 should improve the 
travelability of these areas. 


We also involved the private sector seeking the assistance of a number 
of contractors to complete our street sweeping, roadside mowing, catch basin 
cleaning, as well as snow plowing. It is our intention to pursue a number of 
other areas where feasible and practical. 


Of concern to us is the use and demand for maintenance on our graveled 
roads. The Department spent a great deal of time, as well as materials, in 
hopes of catching up on neglected areas. In the spring we look to intensify 
our efforts in this area. 


In our Solid Waste field, the prediction of over use of our present facility 
was realized this year. During the summer months, we were forced at times 
to transfer tonnage that could not be handled at the plant. We have strength- 
ened our rules, changed hours of operation, not only to accommodate the 
public, but to facilitate a better operation. Plans to expand the landfill and 
add additional operating capacity are well underway. However, next sum- 
mer we will have to formulate alternative handling systems to cover excessive 
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tonnage. This additional cost will have a grave impact on our operating 
budget. As I repeated in years past, there will be no easy solution when the 
town is forced to pay the cost of hauling materials out of town. The expenses 
will either be reflected in some fee schedule or through the tax bills. 


In the Department’s Water and Sewer Division, every effort is being made 
to modernize and update systems and service to comply with State and 
Federal guidelines, as well as establishing a self-sufficient system through 
revenues and assessments. 


The Department has also studied the need to improve our infrastructure 
with adequate records and mapping, as well as a Capital Improvement Pro- 
gram. These improvements will allow for timely improvements and repairs 
in addition to a sound financial plan. 


A strong maintenance program has and will be a mainstay of our system. 
It is imperative that every aspect of our entire system be checked, maintained 
and be replaced when necessary, so as not to disrupt service. As in years past, 
new services have been added, mains and services repaired and lines cleaned. 
New fire hydrants have been installed, some repaired. 


There are a number of improvements planned. Most will be phased-in, 
as part of the overall plan to update our water system, as well as protecting 
Lake Waukewan, our water source. 


In October, the Department recognized the 13 years of service of Bert 
Neill with a well-attended retirement party. Bert is a man of many talents. 
He has served this town with distinction. This Department will miss him 
greatly. 


I would like to take this opportunity to publicly express my personal ap- 
preciation and sincere thanks to the men of the Public Works Department 
for their loyalty and dedication over this past year. I would also like to 
recognize the efforts of our part-time staff. Very few people realize their ef- 
forts and their contribution to our recreation programs, our beaches, our parks 
and grounds, as well as Public Works in general.

At 
the 1986 Town Meeting, it was overwhelmingly voted to pass Phase I construc- 
tion addressing Handicapped Access. After architectural drawings and bid 
procedures were completed, the firm of Sugarloaf Builders was awarded the 
construction job. In November, ground breaking occured and building was 
underway. 


Mrs. Jackie Bonafide guided the Public Relations campaign for the ‘‘Se- 
cond Century Challenge’ of Phase II. Many donations were received in an 
effort to match the $50,000. grant given to the library from an anonymous 
benefactor. Having a significant building campaign underway is a first in the 
history of the library, thanks to all who have supported the project. 


The library offered its facilities to clubs and organizations in our com- 
munity as in previous years. Meeting regularly were the Meredith-Laconia 
Arts & Crafts, Women’s Progress Club, N.H. trustee and Friends Associa- 
tions, N.H. Humanities Association, the Early Bird - Night Owls Extension 
groups, Fathers United, embroidery and quilting clubs, and Girl Scouts. We 
are delighted to announce that the Friends of the Library group was also reac- 
tivated this year. 


We continued to offer services to Golden View Health Care Center, Brick 
Manor, the Day Care Center, Happy Time Home Day Care, home deliveries 
and local camps, lending books and films on a weekly basis. The Senior Citizen 
van from CAP and the five classes from the Lang Street School visited us 
weekly as well. 


Congratulations to Mrs. Norma Gilmore who completed her eight Library 
Techniques courses and received her certification. Mrs. Barbara Sanderson 
and Mrs. Judith Knowles continue to take courses in this program. The staff 
attended many local, state and New England meetings and workshops to keep 
informed of the latest library techniques in order to give continued superior 
service to our patrons. 


Mrs. Torr spoke to the Rotary and Kiwanis Clubs, the N.H. Trustees 
Association Annual Meeting and to several classes at Inter-Lakes Elemen- 
tary School on the library. She directed the drama for the High School musical 
‘“‘Guys and Dolls’’, was in a fund raising fashion show for the Moultonboro 
School Senior class and assisted with many community projects especially 
co-ordinating and purchasing microfilming equipment for the Merdith town 
office. 
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It was a very busy 6 months for Mrs. Torr as the New Hampshire State 
Library Association President. She worked specifically on Automation 
Systems for libraries with Mrs. Shirley Adamovich, Commissioner of the 
Department of Libraries, Arts and Historical Resources, Governor Sununu, 
the N.H. Municipal Association and several libraries in the state as a resource 
person for library staff and development. She is active in the N.H. Forum, 
N.E. Library Association, Chilis, and the American Library Association. 


We thank you for your continued support. Our special events including 
the summer Read-a-thon, story hours, Halloween and Christmas events as 
well as the generous gifts donated by our patrons prove once again by their 
tremendous success that we are succeeding in our service to you, the tax- 
payer. We are happy and proud to be of service. Our success is not possible 
without you!

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Report of the 
Meredith Conservation Commission 


The Conservation Commission meets monthly to evaluate projects for 
their impact on our environment. Additional special meetings are held when 
required. 


Several on-site inspections of illegal filling of wetlands were completed. 
Reports were filed with appropriate Town and State agencies resulting in cor- 
rective action. 


The Commission is continuing to meet with property owners abutting 
Hatch Brook for the improvement of this wetland as a wildlife habitat. The 
U.S. Soil Conservation Service is assisting on this project. 


The Commission participated in the annual update of land management 
ordinances with the view to continue emphasis on environmental quality. 


An Aquifer/Groundwater Quality Protection Ordinance has been 
presented for public hearing and Town Meeting vote. This Ordinance provides 
guidelines for preserving the quality of groundwater for human consumption 
and other domestic uses. The Commission is negotiating with the University 
of New Hampshire for a student intern to conduct an inventory of ground- 
water resources. 


A contract was negotiated with Forest Land Improvement of Tamworth 
to provide services of a Consulting Forester to the Commission. The Forester 
will be utilized to obtain forest management requirements for Meredith’s 
Town Forests and other properties. 


Dr. Harold L. Pierson has been reappointed to the Commission. 

The Commission continues to monitor development projects being re- 
viewed by the Planning Board and Board of Adjustment for their impact on 
the environment and, in particular, wetlands, other surface and ground 
waters. 

The Commission has reviewed with private conservation groups their ob- 


jectives and programs to coordinate conservation matters within the town. 
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The Conservation Commission processed 65 Dredge and Fill Applications 
during the year, which is a 90% increase over 1985. 


We are developing both long and short objectives for 1987.

Lakes Region Planning Commission 
1986 


Throughout the year the Lakes Region Planning Commission maintain- 
ed its basic local planning services to member communities, and pursued 
regional planning projects in transportation, shoreland management, historic 
preservation, water quality and solid waste management. The LRPC also took 
steps to improve its financial position and staffing in order to enhance its 
capability for delivery of high quality professional services at reasonable cost. 
Twenty-eight of the thirty-two communities in the region are now members 
of the Commission. 


Staff has remained very lean over the past year, too lean, in fact, to han- 
dle the workload without significantly heavy and uncompensated overtime. 
The three full-time and three part-time positions of 1986 were a far cry from 
the eleven full-time positions of 1979. The Commission definitely needs a 
modest increase in staff just to carry out its basic responsibilities to member 
towns. 


In mid-1986 the LRPC hired a part-time transportation specialist and a 
full-time planning technician. A “‘circuit-rider”’ planner was recruited to serve 
the planning needs of Belmont and Franklin, paid and used exclusively by 
those two towns. This technique could be applied elsewhere. In November 
the LRPC faced an urgent need to fill the position of senior planner vacated 
by 14-year veteran James Rollins. 


That the region’s communities are firmly oriented toward sound land use 
and growth management is demonstrated by the number of towns which 
already have land use ordinances in place and by the activity of others to 
complete the process. But successful planning and growth management re- 
quires solid citizen support. That support is given through the town budget 
process and through volunteer time. This is as true today as it was in the re- 
cent past; witness the following from the LRPC’s 1979 Annual Report: 


‘The quality of growth management must be viewed in the context 
of financial support. A good plan and an effective planning process 
will cost more than a poor process. Good planning requires countless 
hours of volunteer involvement with professional backup. Some key 
planning recommendations, in turn, will inevitably succeed only 
through public expenditure...New approaches to planning will be suc- 
cessful only to the extent that the public is involved. The public will 
want ideas that help to support their goals but also ones where costs 
appear to be justifiable.”’ 
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It is the overriding objective of the LRPC to provide quality planning ser- 
vices at justifiable cost. And the costs can be reasonable when they are shared 
through the instrumentality of a regional planning entity such as the LRPC.

Report of the Executive Secretary 
July 1, 1985 to June 30, 1986 


The major program of the Lakes Region Association is our Cooperative 
Advertising/Mailing Program in cooperation with five of our Chambers of 
Commerce. Under a special formula system it was set up so that each of the 
Chambers could participate at whatever level was within their reach, either 
financially or brochure-wise. Giving each community its own identity. This 
program used $11,470. of cooperative funds and requested a State Matching 
Grant of a like amount. Giving us the largest sum we have yet had of $22,940. 
for this program. These monies covered the cost of Magazine and newspaper 
advertising, the expense of mailing literature to those requesting it and the 
postage. This program stimulated over 39,869 individual requests. This pro- 
gram is the envy of many other areas and some have tried to copy it. 


The Lakes Region Attractions also increased their program with both a 
Pre-season Television flight and an In-season flight plus adding a Radio budget 
in-season of $5,000. The total spent on Television was over $44,000. This well 
designed program was used out of state to increase the day tripper, as well 
as the long time visitor. They also published 550M brochures, and had an ex- 
cellent distribution program to keep literature before the public. 


For the Association, the WHERE TO book is our main piece of literature 
and in 1987 we will publish our 50th Edition, a feat not equaled by any other 
organization of this type in New Hampshire. We continue to distribute five 
Lake Navigational Charts to encourage safety on our waters. We guide new 
commercial properties in their promotion; we work with several of the State 
agencies; are active in the New Hampshire Travel Council; the N.H. Hospital 
Association and the Air Resources Agency. 


We have not deviated from our goal to preserve the quality of life in the 
Region and to maintain and preserve the Natural Resources of our lakes, our 
field and forests so that they can be enjoyed not only by our residents and 
visitors but for those that are to come after us. 


We have faith in our communities, their judgement and their ideals and 
the Lakes Region Association will continue to work in concert with our com- 
munities to a mutual goal.

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Meredith Parks And Recreation 


1986 was a year of great transition. The Parks and Recreation Depart- 
ment was combined with the Buildings and Grounds Department to form the 
Recreation and Facilities Division which was placed within the Public Works 
Department structure. Tom Howard remained as the Division Director and 
also assumed additional responsibilities in Public Works. Brian Murphy was 
selected from an exceptional field of candidates to become the Recreation 
and Facilities Supervisor. Despite all the changes, we will continue to use 
‘‘Meredith Parks and Recreation’’ for publicity purposes as it is a name 
townspeople have come to identify. 


In the area of recreational programming, we continue to offer a variety 
of physical, cultural and social activities for citizens of all age groups. High- 
lights included a new series of concerts in the parks, a rejuvenated Just for 
Fun Parade, and an inaugural Christmas lighting ceremony. Good community 
publicity was generated by news articles concerning our playground photo 
ID system and the summer aluminum recycling project. The Friends of 
Recreation group once again boosted our programming by sponsoring such 
activities as pool time for the swim team, aerobics instructor Karen Porraz- 
zo attending a workshop, and the great Halloween Party. And to top things 
off, Meredith Parks and Recreation was awarded the New Hampshire Recrea- 
tion and Parks Society Shelnutt Award for excellence in programming the 
Fun in the Sun Day, our annual picnic for youngsters and senior citizens. 


Our ten municipal parks provided for countless other recreational oppor- 
tunities, both active and passive, throughout the year. Careful maintenance 
and constant improvement of these 100 acres help to insure that quality public 
areas will be available to future residents and visitors. Special projects in- 
cluded burial of electrical wiring on the lighted softball field and further level- 
ing of the large playing field at Prescott Park. Meredith Center Park was 
renamed Childs Park as the Town completed the acquisition of another 1.2 
acres at the community area. Detailed planning for the Hamlin Recreation 
and Conservation Area, a 320-acre parcel on Lake Wicwas, took place under 
the auspices of the Parks and Recreation and Conservation Commissions. 
Further erosion control measures were completed along the Lake Waukewan 
shoreline. And once again, a cherry on top, as the Parks and Recreation Com- 
mission, along with the Conservation Commission, accepted a Belknap County 
Conservation District Award for outstanding community natural resource con- 
servation programs. 


The Parks and Recreation Commission had a busy 1986 as evidenced by 
their participation in all of the projects and programs mentioned. A special 
salute to R. Joseph Dever and Dorothy Hartson, who, as Commissioners, have 
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each contributed nine years of dedicated service toward the improvement 
of parks and recreation opportunities in Meredith. Their familiar faces and 
strong viewpoints will be missed. 


We take this opportunity to thank the other divisions and departments 
within the Town of Meredith who are always willing to lend a hand to the 
‘Parks and Rec’’.

ANNUAL REPORT 


1986 was a year of growth for the Meredith Chamber of Commerce not 
only in terms of increased membership but also in terms of increased ser- 
vices. The Information Booth remained open on Saturdays throughout the 
winter and the spring and fall hours were expanded over previous years. The 
renovations at the Information Booth provided more display space for our 
members and for local organizations and during the summer season the staff 
assisted more visitors than ever before. 


The major promotional effort of the Chamber the past year was in the 
printing and distribution of 60,000 copies of a high quality four color brochure 
which lists the local churches and organizations, the local businesses and at- 
tractions, and a calendar of events.

Lakes Region General Hospital is a voluntary non-profit corporation ac- 
credited by the Joint Commission on Accreditation of Hospitals. Over 500 In- 
corporators elect 15 Trustees to oversee the operation of the Hospital; 97 are 
from Meredith with one serving as Chairman of the Board of Trustees. 


There were almost 6776 admissions during fiscal year 1986; over 775 were 
Meredith residents. Over 20,000 individuals were seen in the Emergency/Out 
Patient Departments during the fiscal year 1986; 2100 from Meredith. There 
were 721 births at Lakes Region General Hospital during this fiscal year; 65 
from Meredith. A significant number of the Hospital’s 500 employees come 
from Meredith, as well as a good number of the Hospital’s dedicated 
volunteers. Meredith is truly a part of Lakes Region General Hospital. 


Lakes Region General Hospital is always concerned with providing quali- 
ty care at reasonable cost. October 31st, 1986, we filed a CON (Certificate 
of Need) with the State of New Hampshire for approval of a Twenty-Three 
Million Dollar construction project. This proposal includes forty-one thousand 
square feet of new construction and eighty-seven thousand square feet of 
renovations. The goal of the construction program is to upgrade and replace 
portions of the present facility. The scope of the project includes upgrading 
and replacing in the following areas: Inpatient beds, ancillary departments 
and support services; other general goals of the project include: making it 
simpler and more convenient for patients to use the hospital; improving han- 
dicap facilities and access; and upgrading the environmental control systems. 
The Board is confident that this building program will provide the com- 
munities we serve with a modern healthcare facility prepared to meet the 
21st Century. 


The Town of Meredith has always been generous with their Hospital and 
in recent years has contributed more to the annual fund drive than any other 
town in the area. As always, the Trustees, Physicians and Staff are grateful 
and wish to express their thanks to the people of the Town of Meredith for 
their continued support.

The year 1986 brings us to the 15th anniversary of our incorporation. We 
are proud to be of service to the towns and appreciate your continued sup- 
port over the years. 


During 1986 the Inter-Lakes Day Care Center served 147 children from 
115 families. Because of the great number of working parents our enrollment 
was up 16 percent from last year. The Inter-Lakes Day Care Center, Inc. is 
a private, non-profit, fully licensed, tax-exempt child care program incor- 
porated in October 1971, and governed by a volunteer Board of Directors com- 
prised of community citizens and parents. Our school is open on a year-round 
basis from 6:30 a.m. to 5:30 p.m. making it possible for parents to maintain 
employment. As a participant in the New Hampshire Child Care Food Pro- 
gram sponsored by USDA 9,161 hot lunches, 2,506 breakfasts, and 17,994 snacks 
were served during the year. 


Our goals and primary responsibilities to working families are to pro- 
vide a stimulating atmosphere with a program of social, emotional, physical, 
and cognitive development for ages three through twelve. The children receive 
creative and educational experiences, field trips, weekiy movies, and many 
other enrichment activities. In addition we provide a full range of services 
of health care, nutrition, dental care, vision and hearing screening, child 
behavior and development with parenting education and resource availability 
for the entire family. 


Programs offered include full and part time child care, a Nursery School 
Program open to children of non-working parents, a Seven-Upper Program 
for school children before and after school and during vacation, individual- 
ized special needs for handicapped children or those in protection from abuse 
and neglect. For the third year we are sponsoring a network of licensed Fami- 
ly Day Care Homes receiving federal reimbursement from USDA by serv- 
ing nutritious meals and snacks while providing care for children of working 
parents in their homes. We currently have 25 homes under this program. 


The total budget of the Inter-Lakes Day Care Center for 1987 is $176,000.00. 
Of this we will be receiving in tuition paid by parents $112,143, $6,400 from 
N.H. Child Care Food Program (USDA), $6,000 from N.H. Child Care Food 
Program (USDA) for sponsorship of Family Day Care Homes, $1,005 from 
N.H. Job Training Partnership Act, and $2,500 from United Way. This also 
includes the following: $47,952 of which $28,600 is Title XX and $19,352 which 
must be raised in local funding. The money that is received from the towns 
is matched by the federal government under Title XX. 
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Area residents are cordially welcome to visit the Inter-Lakes Day Care 
Center and Nursery School at 11 Lang Street in Meredith.

TO: Town Manager, Selectmen and Residents

Dear Friends: 


The total of 217 animals were brought to the N.H. Humane Society shelter 
on Meredith Center Road during the calendar year 1986. Town residents left 
58 dogs and puppies, 108 cats and kittens, 5 birds and 1 fox. Your Animal Con- 
trol Officer brought 36 stray dogs and puppies, 9 cats and kittens and 1 rabbit. 


The Animal Control Agreement which the Society offers the Town of 
Meredith provides your town residents and Animal Control Officer with an 
excellent community service. Our budget appropriation request for the year 
1987 is $2,500. This has been approved by the State Department of Revenue 
Administration. 


For this consideration, the Society provides a State licensed shelter, mak- 
ing it available 24 hours a day for your Animal Control Officer to leave strays 
or restrain animals. This satisfies your town’s requirements under Chapter 
442-A, Rabies Control Act. The Society will assist your Animal Control Of- 
ficer with any unusual animal problems, investigate cruelty complaints and 
cremate dead small stray animals. 


For your town residents, the shelter is open six days a week (Sundays 
and Holidays excepted) from 10 a.m. to 5 p.m. to receive unwanted animals 
or to assist them with animals which must be humanely euthanized and/or 
cremated. Modest donations are requested for these services. We will also 
assist in the return of lost pets and offer healthy animals for adoption. Spay- 
ing and neutering assistance is offered to your residents adopting animals 
from the shelter. Free booklets to assist in the care and training of pets are 
available, as well as the services of our Humane Education Department for 
your schools and adult groups. Our ‘‘Pet Visit Program”’ is available to nur- 
sing homes. 


We ask that residents who have lost a pet call us at 524-3252 in order to 
help us identify stray animals brought to us so that we can reunite them with 
their owners. 


Everyone is invited to visit and inspect our shelter so as to become 
familiar with its many services.

Agency Programs and Services 


Lakes Region Family Service Association, Inc. is a social service agen- 
cy, offering a counseling and a domestic violence program to residents of the 
Lakes Region. The agency is staffed by Master’s level counselors who work 
in conjunction with a consulting psychiatrist. The agency is governed by a 
local volunteer Board of Directors. 


The agency’s family counseling program includes individual adult, 
couples, child/adolescent/family counseling services. Psychiatric consulta- 
tion is available for clients; in 1986, the agency began offering psychological 
evaluation services through Leo Sandy, Ed.D. In 1986, we expanded our group 
offerings to include a group for adult women who have experienced incest 
as children. The group, entitled ‘‘Voice’’, currently services six (6) women. 


On September 15, 1986 the agency began the first of a series of Parenting 
Workshops. Led by Leo Sandy, Ed.D., the workshop serves twenty-seven (27) 
people and teaches participants about child development, as well as teaching 
problem solving skills. The first workshop is free, funded by a grant from 
the Ella Anderson Trust. Subsequent workshops in 1987 will be funded through 
a special grant from the N.H. Division of Children and Youth funds. We are 
extremely pleased to be able to offer this parenting program, since there has 
not been a consistent parenting program in the Lakes Region in recent years. 


Since 1981, Lakes Region Family Service has offered emergency and 
rehabilitative services to victims of family violence. Our emergency services 
include a 24 hour crisis line, transportation, advocacy, and a shelter for abused 
women and their children (The Brewer House). The agency also counsels all 
members of the violent family and provides a support group for battered 
women. The shelter for abused women opened in January, 1986 and has served 
twenty-six (26) women and forty-five (45) children thus far this year. 


Residents of Meredith are served by both our family counseling and our 
domestic violence programs. The agency staffs a one day a week satellite 
office in Meredith in the Meredith Congregational Church; Meredith residents 
are seen there and in our main office in the Belknap Mill in Laconia. Thirty- 
one (31) Meredith families have utilized counseling services in 1986; nine- 
teen (19) Meredith families have turned to our domestic violence program.

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Report of the 
Meredith Historical Society 


The Meredith Historical Society is a group of people, interested in 
Meredith and its history. They are actively engaged in preserving artifacts 
and recording facts that deal with this. Meetings are usually held in the 
Museum, formerly the Oak Hill Church on Winona Road, on the first Tues- 
day of the month, April through December. 


Dues, sales of historical publications and an annual indoor yard and food 
sale help in the maintenance of this non-profit organization and its Museum. 
The Museum is open each Saturday afternoon, 1 to 4 p.m. in July and August 
and at other times by appointment with volunteer members acting as hosts. 
Through the Historical Society, many genealogy queries and questions on town 
history are answered. Members of the Society are always glad to cooperate 
with the schools in bringing a greater knowledge of this Town to the students. 


It had been decided that repairs must be made to the foundation of the 
Museum, built before 1802. A contract was made this year for the work to 
be done, a very costly effort for the members of the Society. The building 
is soon to be listed in the National Register of Historical Buildings. 


Two members have attended several meetings of the Association of 
Historical Societies of New Hampshire. These interesting meetings, held in 
different Towns in the State, gave the guests a chance to view other museums 
and the work of other Societies. 


The April meeting, held in the Congregational Church Hall with a potluck 
supper had a special slide program by Julie Duschka, Inter-Lakes High School 
Senior, entitled ‘‘Meredith, Past and Present’’. Other special programs in- 
cluded: a meeting at Chase’s Restaurant with a history by Mrs. Marion Chase, 
a talk of Meredith Post Offices by Raymond Hutchins, former Postmaster, 
a program on ‘‘Collecting Dolls’? by Mrs. Evelyn Auger, ‘‘Research of the 
Old Mills of Meredith’ by Rudy Van Veghten, and a Scottish program by 
Ernestine and Oley Firth. 


In July, a special Open House was held at the Museum with Mrs. Florence 
Carson arranging a beautiful exhibit of fine embroideries and old time hand- 
work. In August the Society held a successful yard and food sale. On 
September 7 two members of the Society had a display at the Farm Museum 
in Milton, N.H. on their special Historical Society Day. 


Mrs. Marjorie Gordon has served as President this year. 
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The Museum has received with appreciation several gifts during the year, 
books, pictures and articles of historic value. More people have visited the 
Museum this year and it is hoped the number will increase in viewing the 
many varied exhibits there. All meetings are open to the public and anyone 
interested in this Town and its history is welcome to join.

The Town of Meredith has adopted the provisions of RSA 
466:30-a, Dog Control Law, which has forfeiture of $10.00 for dogs that are 
running at large. 


The Selectmen rescinded the bicycle license ordinance, bicycles will now 
be governed under the motor vehicle section of the RSAs. You may file a 
description of your bicycle with the Police Department for protection 
purposes.

Assessor’s Report 


As your Town Assessor, I am very grateful and happy to serve the Town 
of Meredith. Everyone associated with town affairs has been most considerate 
and helpful to myself; and, I sincerely appreciate it and thank you. 


This past year has been very busy. The Selectmen and the Assessor’s Of- 
fice negotiated the contract for a complete reappraisal of all properties in 
Meredith. The amount of time spent meeting with several reappraisal firms, 
their different computer software programs, their different approach to data 
collection, and most important, the firm’s guarantee of 95% interior inspec- 
tion of properties, has resulted in the contracting of the firm of MMC, Inc. 
of Chelmsford, Massachusetts. 


The Assessor’s Office in keeping with the recommendation of the Com- 
mittee on Revaluation has followed under Option 5 of the Committee’s Final 
Report. 


A. To commission a complete revaluation 

B. That the Town start this fall to acquire the software and hardware 
and training needed to permit future computerized assessment 
adjustment 

C. The Assessor’s Office be provided the resources to make bi-annual 
updates 

D. That an educational program to disseminate information pertaining 
to the tax process in order to develop a positive rapport between Town 
Officials and the Community. 


Other projects are the rescaling of the ‘“‘“R’”’ Tax Maps for better understan- 
ding and more accurate information on the Tax Maps. 


This past year the Assessor’s Office reviewed over 978 properties and 304 
mobile homes as our annual pick-up appraising. This amount of pick-up work 
represents 26% of the Town’s taxable property. 


The Town’s growth in terms of dollars was over 12.5 million from April 
1, 1985 to April 1, 1986. 


The Assessor’s Office has also sponsored several of the Department of 
Revenue Administration Mini-Courses. They are as follows: a course on Con- 
dos, Equalization and C.O.D., and a course on Current Use. These courses 
were made available to the general public as well as the Town’s staff 
members.

To see what sum the Town will vote to raise and appropriate for the 
necessary operational expenses of the Town for the ensuing year. 


ARTICLE 29 
To see if the Town will discontinue the Capital Reserve Funds identified 
as Highway Department Equipment and as Parks and Recreation Depart- 
ment Equipment Replacement. 


ARTICLE 30 
To see if the Town will vote to authorize the Selectmen to expend such 
amounts from the Refuse Disposal Capital Reserve Fund as may be necessary 
for the reconstruction and/or capital expenditures as required. 


ARTICLE 31 
To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of Twenty 
Thousand Dollars ($20,000.00) for improvements under the State Aid 
Reconstruction Program, provided that the State of New Hampshire ap- 
propriates Forty Thousand Dollars ($40,000.00). 


ARTICLE 32 
To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of Fifty Thou- 
sand, Two Hundred Fifty Dollars ($50,250.00) and any final interest or amounts 
withheld from General Revenue Sharing Funds for the purposes listed below: 
Ambulance Service $50,250.00 plus any interest 
or amount withheld.

To see if the Town will raise and appropriate the sum of Ten Thousand 
Dollars ($10,000.00) to promote the better utilization of our natural resources 
and for the protection of watershed resources in the town. (Petitioned by Ten

To see if the Town will vote to authorize the Conservation Commission 
to retain the unexpended portion of its appropriations, said funds to be placed 
in a special Conservation Fund in accordance with RSA 36-A:5. (Petitioned 
by Ten or More Legal Voters.)

To see if the Town will vote to designate the Town Reservoir property 
as Town Forest, shown on the Town Tax Map 822-22. (Petitioned by Ten or
